Horses Face 


Shortage of 
Hay and Oats 


By a Spectra Representative. 

RELAND’S _raci industry, 

already threate by an oat 
famine, is experiencing ever- 
increasing difficulty in obtaining 
another essential in the horse's 
diet. Hay, once considered dear at 
£6 a ton, is now selling throughout 
the country at prices ranging from 
£10 to £12 10s. a ton. 

The compulsory tillage Order and a 
natural disinclination on the~ part of 
those farmers who have voluntarily 
tilled to return to grass will accentuate 
the shortage further. First crop hay, 
used exclusively in racing stables, and 
scarce even last year, is obtained from 
fields which were tilled the previous 
year, and I understand that this 
summer it will be well-nigh unobtain- 
able. The physical condition of the 
animals will be impaired as a result. 

Hardest hit by this situation will be 
—as usual—the small man. The trainer 
with only two or three horses and very 
little land will have to look to his 
wealthier brother for assistance. In 
March last year the Minister for 
Agriculture, forecasting restrictions in 
the purchase of oats for bloodstock, 
racehorses, hunters and other horses 
kept for pleasure purposes next year, 
strongly advised owners to grow their 
own oats. Recently the suggestion has 
circulated séan; that. those who did 

d get none, but many 
trainers—even the wealthier ones—have 
been unable to make arrangements for 
the growing of feeding stuffs for their 
horses as they live in the city. 

The racehorse is not the only one 
who may go hungry this summer. It 
will be even more difficult to obtain 
foodstuffs for the thousands of horses 
who have been called back to harness 
following the stoppage of unessential 


motoring.

CANCELLATION OF LICENCES | 


The ennaibihicn of the tobacco 


charging for tobacco and cigarettes 
was urged yesterday by Mr. Arthur L.

r. Agnew, who termed tobacco the 
“fairy godmother “ the Minister for 
Finance,” expressed the relief of 
smokers that no new Budget tax had 
been imposed, and said that any 
further increase in price would have 
reduced consumption. 

He denied the statement that 
tobacconists had held supplies in antici- 
pation of a rise in price, saying that 
the trade recently had faced a definite 
shortage of three braads of cigarettes. 
It would be only fir to the public 
and the trade if the manufacturers of 
these tobaccos announced in the Press 
that deliveries were difficult. 

Deny ig the rumours that manu- 
facturers were expo: ting cigarettes to 
England, Mr. Agnew paid a tribute to 
manufacturers, saying tha their 
wonderful foresight had enabled them 
to keep up supplies. Finally he 
appealed to the Minister for Supplies 
to ister wholesale tobacconists 
under licence, and thus ease consider- 
ably the apparent shortage by giving 
a more equitable distribution.

STATEMENT OF AIR MINISTER 


Britain's victory plan is to smash 
the Luftwaffe—‘‘ hammer it out of 
shape ’’—and then invade the con- 
tinent, said Sir Archibald Sinclair, 
Air Minister, at Birmingham. He 
promised the German Air Force “a 
terrible summer.” ‘It is idle and 
mischievous to talk as though thete 
were two schools of thought in this 
country—the one which wishes to con- 
stitute a d front. in Europe & 
the othor which was against it. 
believe that the Government and 
people of this country are united in 
the determination to attack the 
German armed forces in Europe, but 
the plans must be well laid, and the 
time must be carefully chosen.” 
Finally, he urged the public to trust 
Mr. Churchill ‘“‘ to speak the word 
for action when the time is ripe, and 
not a moment later.” : 

“ By day and by night, in the air 
and on the gtound, where they are 
resting sguadrons of the German Air 
Force in Western Europe will be ex- 
posed to the unrelenting attacks of 
the Royal Air Force. This is the 
battle of Britain the other way round 
—superior quality, bet:or pilots, better

SCHOOL MEALS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—In his address to the Rotary 
Club, Dr Collis has given proof of the 
serious effect of continued under- 
nourishment in children, May I stress 
the point he makes about the futility 
of any scheme which does not provide 
a sufficient amount per head to pay for 
an adequate meat ? The campaign 
which is being carried on to procure 
the opening of the Corporation kitchens 
has, as its primary object, the pro- 
vision of a meal such as Dr. Collis 
describes, for all children whose 
parents, through poverty or other 
reasons, are unable to provide the 
meal themselves. 

The School Meals Act, now in force, 
ys | allows a nt of lid. per child, 
and the meal this provides is supposed 
to constitute (and usually Pa the 
child’s dinner. The Act only applies 
to the schools whose managers are 
willing to claim the grant. hat we 
desire is that in all schools it shall be 
compulsory to supply an adequate 
meal, cooked at the Corporation 
kitchens and brought to the schools or 
nearby halls in containers. This meal 
should be available to every child, and 
those whose parents can do so should 
be enabled to pay all or part of the 
cost by means of a system of vouchers. 

There are answers to all reasonable 
objections to the scheme, and investiga- 
tions have proved that the neéd is 
urgent and widespread.—Yours, etc.,

equal and unfair. This has been due 
to the fact that important work, work 
which entails much experience and 
acute judgment, has as often as not 
been entrusted to amateurs, young 
poets fresh from college, and even 
novelists resting from their accustomed 
labours. 
In painting, music and other arts 
there is preliminary training and some 
kind of acknowledged authority. But 
poetry is open for exploitation to any- 
one who can offer an agreeable pro- 
position to a publisher, The majority 
of anthologies during recent years have 
been little more than nda for 
one particular group or another, and, 
in consequence, have been as remarkable 
for their omissions as for their 
inclusions. The hastiness of modern 
ublishing has also added to the 
angers which surround unfortunate. 
poets. 
Some years ago I found that a short 
poem of my own, which had been in- 
cluded in an anthology, contained nine 
mistakes. Most of the mistakes were 
not even recognisable misprints, but 
horrors, which suggested illiteraqy on 
my part. When I approached the 
distinguished prose writer who had 
compiled the book, I learned that he 
had merely supplied the list of poems 
to the publisher. : 
The publisher was duly sympathetic, 
but puzzled, as he had received no 
other complaint from irate poets. He 
explained that one of the stenographers 
in his office had been sent to the 
British Museum to copy out the poses. 
per, 
and he suggested brightly that she 
might have copied out my poem hastily 
at the end of a long day’s work, when 
she was feeling tired. He was very 
sorry, indeed ! 


Widely Representative 


Judgment and care in the maxing of 
anthologics have not gone unrewarded. 
An Anthology of Modern Verse, 
made by Sir Algernon Methuen in 
1921, has ne through twenty-six 
ordinary editions and twenty school 
editions. It is an excellent selection, 
with only one fault, and a pardonable 
one—the inclusion of some indifferent 
verse by authors who had been 
published by the firm of Methuen. 

4 New Anthology of Modern 
Verse, which has been chosen by Mr. 
C. Day Lewis and Mr. L, A, G. 
Strong, is designed as an up-to-date 
successor to the older book. It is 
widely representative, and includes 
poets of every school. It may be 
welcomed, therefore, as a sign that the | 
day of the narrow propagandist 
anthology has “gone. Ostensibly it 
was an excellent idea to get two 
distinguished writers, one of the 
old and one of the young school, to 
collaborate. But a necessity of this 
kind is in itself an extraordinary com- 
ment on the present state of English 
criticism. The preface takes the form 
of an amicable dialogue between the 
two editors, and has that self-conscious- 
ness which we associate with BBC dis- 
cussions, At the conclusion of the de- 
bate Mr, Strong and Mr. Lewis assure 
us that they have included nothing 
which both of them did not like. 
Diehard traditionalists will conclude 
that Mr. Strong’s taste has sadly de- 
generated and Mr. Lewis’s rapidly im- 
proved. Doctrinaire modernists will ar- 
rive at an exactly opposite conclusion. 
The fairness of this selection, its en- 
deavour to be as representative as pos- 
sible, is to be admired; but, as in all 
compromises, something seems to be 
lost. Perhaps, it may be that spirit of 
pure enthusiasm which seeks out 
poetry wherever it is to be found and 
cares nothing for labels.

I Was a Head-Hunter. By Lewis V.

R. CUMMINGS has a story to 
tell, and he tells it without 
recourse to any of the literary 
tricks so fashionable to-day among the 
cognoscenti of travel literature. This 
is a fascinating story of life among 
the South American Indians of the 
Orinoco Valley, a life cruel and 
savage, untouched by civilisation, 
isolated by vast swamps and jungles 
from almost all contacts with the out- 
side world. 

What sets Mr. Cumming’s book above 
the ordinary travel tale is not the 
adventures which he seems to have 
come across so. frequently and 
fortuitously, but tie fact that he seems 
to have made a genuine effort to under- 
stand the people. Apparently he did 
not merely explore in order to write 
his book. He has given us as close 
a study as his purpose could permit of

I doubt if there is 
much real passionate interest in music 
any more than for any of the other 
arts. By passionate interest I mean, 
of course, the willingness to lose 
money by it. 

The Herd Instinct 

Many people are puzzled by the large 
audiences which attend symphony con- 
certs to-day, as compared to a short 
while ago, when even a small hall 
could not be filled. This development 
is not so phenomenal to those of us 
who are students of human nature. It 
is largely the herd instinct. The herd 
has for long run wild in the jungle of 
ignorance, and is now attacked by that 
remorse which overtakes crude, ‘silly 
or cynical materialism; for rare senti- 
mental moments they realise the in- 
adequacy and futility of the vulgar 
thing and are crazy to overwhelm with 
affection anything that looks like a 
god. One should, however, not be too 
critical of motives; for it 1s an axiom 
that any motive that brings men to 
the good is a good motive. 

Mr. Thomas Russell, the author of 
this little book on music, has been in 
turn a player in an orchestra and 
manager of one—the London Phil- 
harmonic.: He, therefore, writes from 
the inside, which is a merit; it is also 
a draw-back, as he is sometimes lost in 
the petty detail of organisation and the 
intrigue thereof; he also has fallen into 
the temptation to tell amusing stories 
that, however good in themselves, 
would have been better out. Some- 
times we fail to find the clear, strong 
light of an idea runnin through his 
book, though he often has wise and 
pertinent things to say. 

The Conductor 

One of the principal bones of 
musical contention is the relationship 
of conductor and orchestra. How many 
conductors are anything more than 
mere figureheads, waving their arms 
and doing their best to give the gs 
some value for its money. As for 
having any influence on the music, of 
interpreting it in the light of some 

sionate idea, or of any unified drive 
or slant, not at all. It is the star idea 
of the films, and more often than not 
the star is a bit of common mud sent 
| flying in a stunt on the wings of pub- 
licity. After the Revolution in Russia 
| they tried out an orchestra without a 
conductor. This was, perhaps, pushing 
the democratic idea too far. Anyhow, 
it wasn’t a success. 

A young musician to whom I men- 

tioned this business made the brilliant 


suggestion that a certain conductor 
should start the orchestra with a pistol 
shot, as is done on the athletic field, 
and then sit down and await the finish. 

Like many interpreters of creative 
work, Mr. Russell to some extent has 
forgotten what is most important of 
i all—the creator. He refers in passing, 
it is true, to Haydn, Mozart, etc., and 
atronage in relation to the composer, 
ut in general he is lost in the interests 
of the performer. We find this false 
outlook in actors. We in Dublin have 
dozens of actors’ societies and schools 
of acting and the members of these 
groups Seam forget that the most 
important element in drama is the 
dramatist. 


The Composer 

If little is being done _ for the 

rformers of music, is anything at ail 

ing done for the potential composer ? 
If he is a man of ay genius and 
sensibility he is sure to embittered 
and his aH. 
battles with political, religious and 
economic graft. The time to help a 
man is when his genius is young and 
optimistic and soft and generous. 

Mr. Cyril Connolly in a recent 
issue of Picture Post has referred to 
some of us who have become em- 
bittered and some who are on the way 
to bitterness. If a man of talent who 
is the expression expresser of his 
country’s soul is embittered the fault 
lies with the country, not the man.
